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Note... 


From time to time, you’ll be asked to refer to the Galaxy 
of Stars owner’s manual, or to the World of Fun book. 
You should be familiar with the material contained in 
each of these books. Keep them handy for future use. 


Keyboard guides & pedal stickers 


Two keyboard guides and four pedal stickers are included 
with the books packed in the bench of your Lowrey Organ. 
lf you haven’t already placed these guides on the organ, 
refer to the World of Fun book for directions. These guides 
will help you get started playing your Genie more quickly. 


Registration 


The word registration refers to the various settings of the 
tabs and controls necessary to produce the exciting sounds 
and effects on your Lowrey. 


At the beginning of each song in this book, you'll see a 
one-word registration suggestion . . . THEATER ORGAN 
BALLAD, BANJO, and so on. The tab settings for each of 
the registrations are listed in your Galaxy owner’s manual, 
beginning on page 85. Just locate the pages that apply to 
your particular Lowrey model. 


Start by setting up the following Genie registration: 


Upper: TRUMPET 
Lower: FRENCH HORN 


Pedal: MED 
Vibrato: ON 
Genie Rhythm: DIXIE 


Playing Genie chords on 
the lower keyboard 


A chord is a combination of three or more tones, all played 
at the same time. If you play the tones C, E and G, simul- 
taneously, it’s called a C chord.

Use the little finger, middle finger and thumb of your left 
hand, and play this chord a few times. 


No matter how the tones are arranged, the chord remains 
the same. If you change the left-to-right order of the tones 
to E, C and G, or even G, C and E, the result is still called 
a C chord. 


Soon you'll begin using the Genie’s automatic accompani- 
ment. Be sure to play the C chord in the position shown 
in the example, to get the best possible sound. 


The Genie plays automagically! 
and here’s all YOU have todo... 
1. Push the button marked START. This starts the 
“percussionist” playing with a swingin’ Dixie beat. 
. Now push the Genie preset tab marked PIANO. 


. Play and hold the C chord again. The Genie adds a 
rhythmic piano part to your music. 


. Press the tab marked AUTO BASS (or STRING BASS). Just 
like that!... Genie has added a bass player to your “band.” 


. Adjust the RHYTHM VOLUME control so the drums 
and instrument voices are evenly balanced, and one doesn’t 
overpower the other. 


Turn the RHYTHM TEMPO control to set a comfortable 
playing speed for WHEN THE SAINTS GO MARCHING IN. 


Note... 


In Genie music, chords are indicated by large letters, 
called chord symbols, appearing above each line of music. 
Always hold each chord until the next chord symbol 
appears above the melody. 


Thus far, you’ve only played the first 
part of “The Saints.”’ Now, let’s play 
the complete song. Begin by play- 
ing the F chord and the G chord, 
as shown in the illustration.

The letters N.C., that appear above 
the first three notes of the song, are 
an abbreviation for the words no 
chord.

The Seven Basic Chords 


If you look at your Genie keyboard guides, you’ll see 
that the first seven letters of the alphabet, A through 
G, are used to name all of the notes. It’s possible to 
build a chord on each of the seven white keys. Each 
chord is built on, and named after the lowest-sound- 
ing key in the combination... the one farthest to the 
left. The pattern is three white keys, every other key, 
starting with the one that names the chord. 


You’ve already learned how to play three of the seven 
basic chords...C, F and G. Let’s review these, and 
learn the remaining four chords, all at the same time. 


First, play the C chord, which you’re already familiar 
with. By moving each finger one key to the right, 
you'll play the D minor chord, shown in the following 
example. The small ‘m’ indicates that this is a minor 
chord.

Now, move the three fingers one more key to the 
right and you'll play the E minor chord, shown in the 
following example.

If you now move your fingers one key to the right, 
you'll play the F chord, which you already know.... 
One more move to the right accomplishes the familiar 
G chord. Now move from the G chord to the A, middle 
C, and E keys, and you’re playing the A minor chord, 
shown in the following illustration.

If you shift your fingers one more key to the right, 
you’ll play the final chord in the series, the B dimin- 
ished chord.

The dim. in the chord symbol is an abbreviation for 
the word diminished. 


Watch your flashing light! 


The flashing downbeat indicator light tells you where each 
automatic rhythm, and automatic accompaniment pattern begins. 
lt also helps to indicate the tempo, or playing speed. 


Now you can play a chord exercise, using your Genie. Here’s how: 


1. Press the buttons marked GO-GO, STRING BASS (or 
AUTO BASS), GUITAR, and START. 


2. Set the RHYTHM TEMPO control for a speed at which 
you can easily play the example. 


Practice the chord exercise shown below. Make sure that 

you play each chord at the SAME TIME the indicator light flashes. 
Be certain that the RHYTHM TEMPO conirol is set at a slow 
enough speed so you can easily coordinate your 

left hand with the light.

Black key melody notes 


In future songs, you’ll see these signs, () ( b) appearing 
before certain melody notes. These signs, called SHARPS 
and FLATS, tell you to play a black key instead of a white 
key. 


A sharp sign tells you to play the black key im- 
mediately to the right of the white key. 


A flat sign tells you to play the black key imme- 
diately to the left of the white key. 


The following diagram illustrates the black key notes that 
you'll play in this song, along with their positions on the 
upper keyboard.

The two black notes are called F-sharp and B-flat. 


Altered chords 


As you've learned, each of the seven basic chords 
consists of three white keys. Now you'll be introduced 
to altered chords... chords that use black keys. 


In Genie music, altered chords are indicated by plus 
and minus signs placed on the left side of the chord 
symbol. 


A plus sign indicates that the black key imme- 
diately to the right of the white key is to be played, 
thus producing a higher tone. 


A minus sign indicates that the black key imme- 
diately to the left of the white key is to be played, 
thus producing a lower tone. 


The location of the plus or minus sign determines 
which white key tone in the chord is to be altered. 


Here’s how the altered chord symbols work... 


First, notice that we can TOP AREA ———> 
assign three specific areas MIDDLE AREA —> 
to each chord symbol BOTTOM AREA —> 
letter: 


HIGHEST KEY —> 
MIDDLE KEY ——> 
LOWEST KEY —>

Play the altered C chord before you go on to the song. 


In addition to the altered C chord, 
watch for the altered notes in the 
melody, indicated by sharps and 
flats. Be sure that you play the cor- 
rect black keys. 


Notice, in the middle of the song, 
that the N.C. marking appears. At 


this point, be sure that you play the | 
two melody notes alone, with no- 


accompaniment. 


lf you’re using the Genie rhythm 
feature, omit the lower keyboard 
tabs from the registration settings 
in your Galaxy book. The Genie 
preset tabs will provide the accom- 
paniment voice.

sound to your music, play the bass pedal that 
matches the key played by the little finger of 
your left hand. 


The pedals on your Lowrey form the same 
key-pattern as the upper and lower keyboards. 
Play the pedals with your left foot, as described 
in your World of Fun book. 


All of these suggestions are merely thai
